Has 
he never heard of the King of Dahomey’s 
Amazons ?. or has he never taken a married 
man home from a public dinner, say, in 
honor of the Pilgrim Fathers, and been met 
at the door bya stern, pitiless wife; with a 
poker half concealed in the folds of her 
dress? Before he assumes that woman is 
unable to fight, let him spend a few months 
in some Western town and trifle with the 
affections of. a young lady by taking her 
-bosom friend to the prayer-mecting; or let 
him fall into the hands of a really able 
mother-in-law and venture to contradict 
her, peculiar religious tenets. Woman, ac- 
cording to Mr. ParKMaw, is a gentle, timid 
creature. Perhaps she is, but will he kindly 
account for the general disuse of‘thair 
which characterizes the married men of this 
country? 

Apparently Mr. ParkMAn’s. conception of 
fighting is inseparable from guns arid bayo- 
nets. He should: remember that there are 
other ways of fighting.

An interesting question of law has just been 
raised before one of the Police Magistrates in Lon- 
don, and so great is its importance that it will doubt- 
less be carried to the House of Lords, The ehief 
facts in the case. are that Mr. Farniz, a Seotch 
dramatist, married Miss Davis; in Wales, in 1861. 
They went at once to Oupar, in Scotland, where 


they lived until 1863. In that year Mrs. FaRNie 


obtained, ina Scoteh court, a divorce from her hus- 
band, and subsequently she married another man. 
FARNIE went to England, and was there married, in 
1865, to Miss Hagvay. In 1868 a separation took 
place... FARNtIE’s first wife being "still alive, the'see- 
ond Mrs. FARNIg has now ‘applied for a divorce, 
and has also charged her husband with bigamy, in 
the hope of having her marriage deelared null and 
void ab initio. She alleges that at the time of her 
marriage with FARNIE she was ignorant of his prior 
marriage, and that she supposed him to be an un- 
matried man. She does not deny the validity of 
FParnie’s divorce under the sevtch law, but main- 
tains that it is invalid in England, and that Parnim 
is therefore guilty of bigamy.in having. contracted 
the marriage with ter in 1865. The answer made 
to this is that a divorce lawfully procured and 
valid in - Scotland is equalty valid through- 
ont. Great. Britain. The present prosecution 
is «merely a formal one. The Divoree Court will be 
called upon to’ decide the question, which itis ex- 
pected will be taken’ to the Court of Appeal, and 
probably to the House of Lords.. The question is 
complieated: by the fact that a divorce can be more 
easily obtained ‘in . Scotland than in England. In 
other words, Scoteh divorees are granted for reasons 
that are not recoguized as grounds of divoree in Eng- 
land. In the ease.of marriage, the rule is often but 
not always:.reeognized that a marriage valid where 
eelebrated is valid everywhere, But there is more 
uneertainty as.to the law of diverce.. In 1812 a case 
somewhat similar to the present one arose in Ene- 
land. _A man named Jouty, who had been married 
and was domiciled in England, went.to Scotland for 
the express purpese of getting a divorce. After liv- 
ing there 40 days, the time which tne law prescribed 
as necessary to constitute a presumptive domicile, he 
returned to England, where he was married a second 
time, his first wife being still alive. He was tried 
for bigamy and convicted. His case coming before 
the twelve Law Judges, it was held that ‘‘no sentence 
or.act. of any.foreign country or state could dissolve 
an English marriage for grounds on which it wasnot 
Hable to be dissolved in England.” This would seem 
to. be directly in point, but this jndgment was ren- 
dered before the Divoree Act was passed, and, more- 
over, there are some indications that the doctrine of 
the courts.on this question has undergone some 
change in recent years.
